1 . This communication is in response to the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences' DECISION ON APPEAL, mailed February 3, 2011. Claims 1-26 are 
pending in this case. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Regarding the claimed terms, Applicant is reminded that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 

1 340, 62 USPQ2d 1 1 51 , 1 1 54 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1 -1 2 of the Specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

6. The closest prior art of record, Stefik et al (US 5,629,980), discloses as 
previously discussed. 

7. In view of the Decision of the Board of Appeals and Interferences, (See BPAI 
Decision pg 6-1 0), independent claims 1,12, and 23 and their dependent claims 2-11,, 
13-22, and 24-26 are deemed allowable. 
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8. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
